Select Board discusses 
multi-family 
zoning requirements

WILMINGTON — During 
the Select Board meeting 
on Monday night, Director 
of Planning and Conser- 
vation Valerie Gingrich 
provided updates on the 
state legislation that pas- 
sed in 2020 with a new zon- 
ing requirement for multi- 
family zoning. 

Some of the guidelines 
that the town would have 
to meet include creating a 
zoning district of reason- 
able size with as of right 
multi-family housing use, 
which would be. located 
within half a mile of tran- 
sit and allow a minimum 
gross density of 15 units 
per acre. 

She also reminded the 
board about their previous 
discussion of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Com- 
munity Development guide- 
lines, where the town pro- 
vided comments. Since 
then, the DHCD issued 
their final guidelines in Au- 
gust of 2022. The conse- 
quences of noncompliance 
would be ineligibility for a 
number of state grants, in- 
cluding that awarded to 
the town for Princeton Pro- 
perties and gaming rev- 
enue money that contri- 
butes to the budget for the 
town’s Housing Authority. 

Zoning changes that the 
town would have to make 
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involve a site plan review 
instead of a special permit 
for multi-family use as of 
right. In the new district 
created, there would need 
to be a reason for a re- 
quirement of over 10 per- 
cent affordable housing, 
and no more than 20 per- 
cent. The town can’t re- 
quire commercial use in 
that district, unlike in the 
town’s mixed-use zoning, 
or limit the zoning area to 
any age group or size. 

The district needs to in- 
clude 50 acres minimum 
and be contiguous for half 
of the area, with no part of 
it being less than five 
acres. It also needs to have 
a minimum gross density 
of 15 units per acre. Half of 
the area should also be 
within .5 miles of the tran- 
sit station. Lastly, it should 
include the capacity for 
over 1,200 units within the 
area. 

While Gingrich shared 
that Mass Housing recon- 
sidered calling Wilmington 
a “bus community,” the 
town would now be consid- 
ered a “commuter rail 
community,” which makes 
the requirements apply. 


The next step for compli- | 


ance would be for the town 
to submit an action plan to 
Mass Housing including 
the core team involved, a 
description of a potential 
location and district, and 
general timeline by the 
end of January 2023. Ging- 
rich recommended that 
she use sample DHCD 
plans to evaluate some 
possibilities and file the 
action plan, engaging the 
community for how to pro- 
ceed.

Taxpayers who adopted or started the adoption process 
in 2022 may qualify for the adoption credit. This credit can 
be applied to international, domestic private, and public 
foster care adoption. Taxpayers who adopt their spouse’s 
child can’t claim this credit. Here is some basic 
information to help people understand this credit and if 
they can claim it when filing their taxes: 

The maximum adoption credit taxpayers can claim on 
their 2022 tax return is $14,890 per eligible child. There 
are income limits that could affect the amount of the 


Taxpayers should complete Form 8839, Qualified 
Adoption Expenses. They use this form to figure how much 
credit they can claim on their tax return. 

An eligible child must be younger than 18. If the adopted 
person is older, they must be unable to physically take care 


This credit is non-refundable. This means the amount of 
the credit is limited to the taxpayer’s taxes due for 2022. 
Any credit leftover from their owed 2022 taxes can be 
carried forward for up to five years. 

Qualified expenses include reasonable and necessary 
adoption fees; court costs and legal fees; adoption related 
travel expenses like meals and lodging; and other expenses 
directly related to the legal adoption of an eligible child. 

Expenses may also qualify even if the taxpayer pays 
them before an eligible child is identified. For example, 
some future adoptive parents pay for a home study at the 
beginning of the adoption process. These parents can 
claim the fees as qualified adoption expenses.

Board not necessarily in favor of new state 
multi-family zoning requirement 
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Kevin Caira asked if the 
new district could be di- 
vided, and Gingrich an- 
swered that it could. 

Gary DePalma asked to 
clarify if the town would 
have to build or simply 
allow room for the 1,200 
units. Gingrich replied 
that it’s about setting the 
possibility of housing units 
for the future. She also ex- 
plained that the possibility 
imagines if everything 
currently standing were 
knocked down. 

Chair Judy O’Connell 


commented that she saw 


compliance with this law 
having more negative 
effects on the town than 
positive. While she could 
understand wanting to 
expand housing, she sug- 
gested that Wilmington 
doesn’t offer enough sew- 


er or infrastructure to 
accommodate the re- 
quirements. She wonder- 


ed if the money lost from ©

Gingrich also noted 
that lack of infrastruc- 


ture doesn’t seem to be a- 


good enough reason for 
noncompliance, accord- 
ing to Mass Housing. 
Greg Bendel also 
shared concern about the 
cost of compliance and 
asked Gingrich to consid- 
er the possibility of non- 


- compliance. 


“Y’m not opposed to 
progress or reasonable 
development. This doesn’t 
appear to be either,” he 
said. 

Gingrich replied that 


she would consider what 
they would lose and whe- 
ther compliance could be 
achieved. 

O’Connell asked for a 
compilation of grants the 
town received that they’d 
lose in case of noncom- 
pliance. Town Manager 
Jeff Hull suggested that 
the state’s legislation ‘is 
in opposition, where one 
requires multi-family de- 
velopment be available, 
but another defines where 
they can’t put sewer. 

Lilia Maselli agreed 
that the town didn’t have 
the infrastructure and 
she couldn’t see the town 
approving this kind of 
zoning change at Town 
Méeting. She personally 
thought they shouldn’t 
even consider compli- 
ance, a sentiment also 
shared by DePalma. 

DePalma said, “I think 


it’s an embarrassment... 
we should not comply.” 
Caira proposed that 


_ they could still continue 


with compliance efforts 
without indicating a de- 
sire not to comply until 
the last minute, so that 
the town can still receive 


‘the grant money for 


Princeton Properties. - 
Hull mentioned that the 
action plan submission 
keeps the town eligible 
for funds until Dec. 31, 
2024. 

Ultimately, this was the 
direction the board indi- 
cated their favor about 
for the town manager 
moving forward. 

Gingrich pointed out 
that it seemed like the 
towns needing the grant 
money in question would 
need to but wouldn’t like- 
ly be able to meet the re- 
quirements of DHCD. 


Wilmington man dies 
after crash on Maine highway

The final Halloween de- 
tail is putting the finishing 
touches on every man, wo- 
man, child and pet cos- 
tume for the big night of 
fright. 

Yes, it is true, Halloween 
costumes are not just for 
kids anymore; in fact, they 
are not even just for hu- 
mans anymore! Over the 
last 10 to 15 years, dressing 
up your pet for Halloween 
has become a growing 
trend offering as many 
costume options for cats 
and dogs as there are for 
children and adults. 

The cause for “Hallow- 
een going to the hounds” is 


debatable, with many the- . 


ories on the table. 

Some say it is the “Mil- 
lennials” that are to blame. 
The Millennial generation 
is having less children than 
generations before them, 
therefore having more 
time and money to focus 
on their pets. 

Others claim it is the pro- 
duct of social media, as 
. nothing goes viral faster 
than a cute Corgi in a pi- 
rate costume. 

But perhaps it is just 
from love and devotion to 
our four legged friends 


that we want to include 
them in fun activities the 
entire family can enjoy. 

Regardless of the reason, 
costumes for pets are noth- 
ing new. Costumes for dogs, 
in particular, can be traced 
back to Before Christ. 

Archaeologists discovered 
in the tomb of King Cuo of 
Zhogshan, who was King of 
China from 327 to 309 BC, 
two large dog remains 
dressed in elaborate, jew- 
eled collars. 

King Louis XI of France 
(who reigned from 1423 to 
1483) dressed his grey- 
hounds in red velvet collars 
with pearls and rubies. 
Louis' successor, Charles 
VIII, had robes made for 
his dogs. 

Queen Victoria’s diaries 
mention a scarlet jacket 
and blue trousers worn by 
her dog. This is also the 
time frame when a dog 
couture shop was all the 
latest rage in Paris. 

In the early 1900’s, dogs 
and cats dressed in clothes 
were popular subjects for 
postcards, magazines and 
children’s books. 

The iconic image of “Dogs 
Playing Poker” was first 
painted in 1903. 

From 1929 to 1931, MGM 
made “all barkie” dog co- 
medy short films that fea- 
tured dogs doing human 
things in clothes or cos- 
tumes.

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New greenway path in Lowell to the Concord River

The Concord River. is a 
16-mile tributary of the 
Merrimack which starts 
in Concord and meanders 
through Bedford, Carlisle, 
Billerica and into Lowell. 
Just over the Tewksbury 
line, the Lowell Land Trust 
and the City of Lowell 
have completed a new 
trail, bringing people clos- 
er to the Concord by pro- 
viding a way to observe 
the river and its wildlife. 

The greenway is a 1.75 
mile paved path that runs 
along the east bank of the 
Concord River to its conflu- 


ence with the Merrimack. ° 


The trail is part of the Bay 


fo bee 


Circuit Trail, and the hope 
is to one day connect to the 
Bruce Freeman Rail Trail. 
The multi-use trail may 
be accessed from David- 
son Street.across from the 
Lowell Memorial Audito- 
rium and from Lawrence 
Street, near the Lowell Ce- 
metery entrance. This 
walking path is also not 
far from Rogers Fort Hill 
Park and Shedd Park in 
Lowell, all offering addition- 
al walking opportunities. 
Two bridges were instal- 
led in 2021 which created 
the connection for the path, 
following an abandoned 
right of way, and making 


it a for people to 


eet aby 


cross the river. The path 
eventually accesses Rog- 
ers Street at Jollene Dub- 
ner Park. 

A large wisteria arbor at 
the small park creates a 
stunning and peaceful 
place to look out over the 
river. Several mill build- 
ings along the rail have 
been rehabbed into hous- 
ing, preserving the brick 
while creating a clean and 
landscaped appearance. 
There are a few over-road 
paths where the trail must 
break from the river, but 
signage is obvious via 
sharrows — symbols paint- 
ed on the pavement depict- 
ing a bicycle and two

Interpretive signage along 
the greenway explains the 
history of the river and the 
area in terms of its nature,

the community, and indus- 
try that existed and thrived 
along the Concord. Several 
falls were used to power 
mills or generate power. 
Massic Falls, for example, 
was the site of an iron 
works built in 1791, and 
Middlesex Falls was dam- 
med for a grist mill and a 
saw mill in the 1800s. 

Other interesting facts 
include recognition of Ar- 
menians as a significant 
population in Lowell in the 
early 1900s, along with im- 
migrants from Ireland, 
Portugal, Poland, Lithua- 
nia, England, the Azores, 
and Cape Verde. 

Art installations along 
the greenway include gra- 
nite carvings of native 
birds placed near the 
trail’s bridges. The project 
was funded by the New 
England Foundation for 
the Arts, and was designed 
by artist Wopo Holup, fa- 
mous for public space art 
around the world. 

In modern times, the 
falls are enjoyed by white- 
water enthusiasts on week- 
ends in April and May, 
when rain and snowmelt 
produced Class III and IV 


rapids. The Lowell Parks 
and Conservation Trust 
calls this urban river run 
“a high-octane ride over 
three sets of rippling ra- 
pids, including Twisted 
Sister, a massive bronco- 
busting wave.” The white- 
water runs are conducted 
by Zoar Outdoor, a profes- 
sional guiding group. 

The river once teemed 
with fish such as salmon, 
alewife, and shad. The 
dams and pollution eventu- 
ally destroyed the habitat 
for these important sour- 


ces of food. The Concord 
was a dumping ground for 
trash and sewage for many 
years. 

Plants and trees are also 
important features of the 
river, and this stretch of 
the Concord has silver ma- 
ple, river birch, and swamp 
rose mallow. Wild turkeys 
and double crested cormo- 
rants can be seen on the 
river.

Seniors worked hard to 
make possible new 
Senior Center a reality 


Dear editor, 

On Saturday Nov. 19 at 9 
a.m., there will be a spe- 
cial Town Meeting held in 
the high school Auditori- 
um. Residents will be vot- 
ing for the construction of 
a new Senior Center. 

The road to reach this 
point has been long and at 
times bumpy. It has been a 
grassroots effort by a 
group of seniors that be- 
gan in 2019. Following vis- 
its to Senior Centers in five 
neighboring towns, a group 
of 30 seniors made a Pow- 
erPoint presentation to the 
Board of Selectmen on 
Dec. 16, 2019 to outline the 
deficiencies in the current 
building and programs and 
the need for a new Senior 
Center. 

The selectmen agreed to 
put an article on the war- 
rant for the 2020 annual 
Town Meeting to fund a 
feasibility study, which 
would determine the loca- 
tion, size, schematic design 
and cost of a new Senior 
Center. The article was 
overwhelmingly approved 
by the voters. 

The seniors have stayed 
engaged throughout the 
feasibility study; attend- 
ing the 27 Building Com- 
mittee meetings to offer 
comments and_ sugges- 
tions; making visits to the 
potential building sites; 
attending public forums; 
and attending selectmen 
meetings. The feasibility 
study phase is now done. 


Now we need to move on 
to the construction phase. 

I would ask the residents 
to consider the following: 

e The current Senior 
Center is in a former 
school built in 1935. It was 
renovated in 1986 (mostly 
by volunteers) to give sen- 
iors a place to meet. 

¢ As of 2020, the senior 
population (age 60 and 
over) was 6,014. It is pro- 
jected to increase to 8,000 
by 2030. 

¢ The construction cost 
is estimated at $17.2 mil- 
lion. It will be financed by 
$6 million from the town’s 
cash reserves and the bal- 
ance from a bond issue. 
The annual payment of 
the bond debt will be in 


the town’s annual operat- 


ing budget. This project 
will not increase your tax- 
es as was discussed at the 
Finance Committee Hear- 
ing on Oct. 18. 

As you can see from the 
grassroots effort of seniors 
outlined in this letter, 
Wilmington seniors are an 
active group. Now we need 
your help to take the next 
step on the road to making 
a new Senior Center a real- 
ity. We need you to come to 
the special Town Meeting 
on Saturday, Nov. 19 at 9 
a.m. at the high school 
auditorium and vote YES 
to approve the funds for 
the construction of a new 
Senior Center.

expert witness scam 


BILLERICA — The 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice (MSO) is warning re- 
sidents to be aware of an 
active, ongoing scam po- 
tentially targeting med- 
ical professionals. © 

In three separate inci- 
dents reported to the 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice, individuals working 
in the medical field re- 
ported receiving calls 
telling them they failed 
to appear as expert wit- 
nesses in court matters. 
The scammer, or scam- 
mers, utilized a fake name 
and identified themselves 


as a member of the Mid- 
dlesex Sheriff’s Office. 

In one instance, a scam- 
mer told one professional 
that they may have to 
pay $10,000 in fines and 
fees. Fortunately, none of 
those who reported the 
calls to the MSO lost any 
money. 

“Oftentimes these arrest 
scams revolve around 
a failure to appear for 
jury duty or pay taxes, but 
these calls are the first 
reported directly to the 
MSO involving a failure to 
appear as an expert wit- 
ness,” said Sheriff Peter J. 


Koutoujian. “For any pro- 
fessional whose career 
may be harmed — or li- 
cense potentially impac- 
ted — for failure to com- 
ply with a court order, this 
type of call can be partic- 
ularly frightening. We 
want people to know this 
is a scam and no member 
of law enforcement will 
ever threaten arrest or 
demand a fine be paid 
over the phone like this.” 
Similar expert witness 
scams have previously 
been reported in other 
parts of the country. 
Anyone who may have 


received a similar call 
and either lost money or 
provided personal details 
is urged to immediately 
contact local law enforce- 
ment. If the caller claim- 
ed to be a member of the 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Of- 
fice, they also ask that 
you report the incident 
directly to the MSO’s In- 
ner Perimeter Security 
(IPS) Unit at 978-667-1711.

‘Updated online training 
now available for mandated 
reporters of child maltreatment — 


BOSTON — Middlesex

eral Maura Healey have 
announced that an up- 
dated online training is 
now available for man- 
dated reporters. The en- 
hanced online mandated 
reporter training (OMRT) 
has expanded content, 
new features, and im- 
proved user engagement. 

Recognizing the complex- 
ity involved in identifying 
when to file a 51A Report, 
the expanded content pro- 
vides users with guidance 
about how to evaluate 
whether a child is being 
maltreated and make de- 
cisions about when to file 
a report. Users will learn 
what qualifies as child 
maltreatment as well as 
what are and are not con- 
sidered indicators of child 
maltreatment. 

The OMRT also con- 
tains important informa- 
tion and case studies that 
incorporate the influence 
of implicit racial bias 
and other forms of bias. 
The expanded content 
underscores the impor- 
tance of mandated repor- 
ters being aware of and 
working to address their 
own biases when evaluat- 
ing whether a report 

. should be filed. 

“Many of the cases that 
our office prosecutes each 
year were referred to us 
because a medical pro- 
vider, teacher or counse- 
lor observed what they 


believe to be indicators of 
child maltreatment and 
took the necessary steps 
to report it,” said District 
Attorney Ryan. “This en- 
hanced training was de- 
signed to help mandated 
reporters improve their 
ability to navigate the 
complexities involved in 
identifying child mal- 
treatment and filing a 
51A Report.” 

“Understanding the signs 
of child abuse and neg- 
lect and knowing how to 
respond is vital in the 
work to protect children 
across Massachusetts,” 
said AG Healey. “We are 
proud to partner with 
District Attorney Ryan 
and the Middlesex Chil- 
dren’s Advocacy Center 
to expand this training 
for mandated reporters, 
reduce inequities in re- 
porting, and keep chil- 
dren safe.” 

The enhanced OMRT 
includes video/audio clips 
and new learning exercis- 
es in the form of case sce- 
narios and pop quizzes to 
improve user engage- 
ment. It also includes fea- 
tures such as links to ad- 
ditional online resources, 
downloadable PDF's, pre/ 
post-training assessments, 
and an opportunity to pro- 
vide feedback about the 
user’s experience. 

Users are required to: 
(1) take a pre-training 
assessment to measure 
their current awareness 
of the 51A Law; (2) com- 


plete all five lessons, 
which include case stud- 
ies and pop quizzes; and 
(3) take a post-training 
assessment to measure 
what they learned from 
the training. Users must 
earn a score of 80 per- 
cent or higher on the 
post-training assessment 
to obtain a certificate of 
completion. 


_ The lesson topics are: - 
(1) Introduction to Man- 


dated Reporting; (2) Le- 
gal Obligations of a Man- 
dated Reporter; (3) Re- 
cognizing Child Maltreat- 
ment; (4) How to Respond 
to a Child Who Discloses; 
and (5) Understanding 
What Happens After a 
51A Report is Filed. 

The enhanced OMRT 
was developed by the 
Middlesex Children’s Ad- 
vocacy Center in collabo- 
ration with the Middle- 
sex District Attorney’s 
Office and the Children’s 
Justice Unit of the Mas- 
sachusetts Office of the 
Attorney General. It was 
funded by a grant from 
the Massachusetts Chil- 
dren’s Alliance. 

The training is the only 
comprehensive, free on- 
line training available on 
this topic available to the 
public in the Common- 
wealth. It takes approxi- 
mately 60-75 minutes to 
complete. The training 
is available at http:// 
5la.middlesexcac.org. 
Mandated reporters who 
are professionally _ li- 


censed by the Common- 
wealth are required by 
law to receive training, 
like this one, on recog- 
nizing and reporting sus- 
pected child maltreat- 
ment. 

The Middlesex Child 
Advocacy Center (CAC) 
works in collaboration 
with the Child Protection 
Unit of the Middlesex 
District Attorney’s Office. 
The handling of child 
abuse and exploitation 
cases warrants special at- 
tention and expertise be- 
yond that which any one 
professional can provide. 

Therefore, the Middle- 
sex CAC brings together 
professionals from specif- 
ic, distinct disciplines to 
collaborate, broaden the 
knowledge base from 
which decisions are made, 
improve communication 
between the agencies ne- 
cessarily involved in such 
cases, and make deci- 
sions in the best interest 
of each child victim. 

The Children’s Justice 
Unit (CJU) of the Attor- 
ney General’s Office 
works to enhance protec- 
tions and promote posi- 
tive and equitable out- 
comes for vulnerable 
children and youth in 
Massachusetts. CJU uses 
legal, policy, and other 
tools available to the 
Attorney General’s Of- 
fice and often works in 
collaboration with state 
and local officials to 
achieve these goals.

Ralph Desrosiers tragical- 
ly passed away after being 
involved in a single-vehi- 
cle crash on I-95 in 

Pittsfield, Maine. 


Desrosiers, a 2019 
Shawsheen Tech graduate, 
was in his junior year at 
Merrimack College and a 
member of its Division 1 
track-and-field team. 
During his high school 
days, he competed in 
track-and-field and then 
joined the swim-and-dive 
team as a senior. 

Since his horrific news 
broke, many people have 


written messages on 
either his own Facebook 
page or within the 


Wilmington Community 
page, and almost all said 
that “Ralph was kind and 
sweet, knew how to make 
people laugh and would 
light up every room he 
was in.” 

The Town Crier reached 
out to several of 
Desrosiers' coaches from 
Shawsheen Tech and all of 
them were devastated. 

“Joe (Gore) and I got to 
watch a young man grow 
and mature in our pro- 
gram,” said former 
Shawsheen Tech track 
coach Jeff McGrath. “I 
can’t think of a kid who 
evolved as a person more 
than Ralph did over his 
four years at Shawsheen. 
He made us all very proud 
and after talking with 
many of his former team- 
mates today, I know that 
the community is devas- 
tated by this loss. 

“He was a really bright 
student. Similar to his 
maturation as an athlete, 
Ralph was a goofball as a 
freshman and then he 
really grew into his own 
academically. I’ll miss 
most his sense of humor 
and quiet demeanor which 
contrasted his fierce com- 
petitiveness. He was a 
genuinely caring and 
compassionate young man 
and he left a mark on our 
program unlike any 
other.” 

In his senior year at 
Shawsheen, Desrosiers 
finished seventh in the 
200-meters and 17th in the 
100-meters at the Division 
3 Eastern Mass 
Championship Meet. 

At Merrimack College, 
he competed in the 100,

200, 300 and 400 during 
indoor and outdoor track 
seasons. Last April: he was 
part of the first place 
4x400 relay team at the 
Stonehill Skyhawk 
Invitational and then the 
year before that, he was 
part of the eighth place 
4x400 relay team at the 
Northeast Conference 


Championship Meet. 
Besides track-and-field, 

he also participated as a 

member of the Shawsheen 


Tech swim team during 
the winer of 2018-'19. 
Coach Rick Menard told 
the story of how 
Desrosiers joined the 
team during his senior 
season, without knowing 
really how to swim, never- 
mind compete in the 
sport. 

“Every year since 2018, 
the coaches bring up the 
story of the young man 
with amazing physical 
gifts that came out for 
swim team his senior 
year,” explained Menard. 
“We were poised to repeat 
as State Voke champions 
with both girls and boys 
having huge numbers and 
young talent. In walks this 
young man who had a 
body made for the sport, 
tall and lean with an 
amazing arm span. Ralph 
was friends with just 
about everyone on the 
team and had swim as 
part of his Physical 
Education program so his 
courage to try something 
new wasn't a shock. What 
was a shock is when he 
got in the water and sunk 
like a brick to the bottom. 
He was able to make it to 
the surface before anyone 
had to go and rescue him, 
composed himself and 
kept on trying. 

“The beginning of the 
season for us is a review 
of all of the drills to make 
our kids efficient and fast 
and we only ask that if 
you decide to commit to 
the team, that you make 
an honest effort to learn 
the drills and trust the 
process. Ralph bought in, 
and struggled a lot. He 
struggled so much at the 
beginning of the season, 
we were wondering if he 
was going to stay. That 
season we had 46 swim- 
mers, nearly triple what 
some of our rivals carried 
on their rosters and for a 
kid who never swam 
before, there was little 
chance he would get in a 
race. 

“When you saw how he 
interacted with his friends 
and his lane mates it was 
obvious, he trained with 


kids who were also learn- 
ing but he had strong 
bonds with the veterans 
who were willing to help 
not only him, but also his 
new found friends in 'Lane 
6'. As the season waned 
on, Ralph continued to 
develop and earned oppor- 
tunities to compete.” 
Menard went on _ to 
explain that Desrosiers 
first competed in a relay 


-race or two when meets 


had already been decided. 
Then came a shot as “an 
exhibition swimmer” at a 
home meet and he com- 
peted, while finishing in 
last place. He kept train- 
ing harder and harder, 
worked with the coaches 
and teammates to 
improve his stroke and his 
times in the events he 
competed in. He then 
earned his new personal 
best time as a member of 
a relay team, joining 
Kevin Stevens, Paul Tower 
and Joe Derochers. 

From there, the next 
step was to break the two 
major milestones when it 
comes to high school 
swimming: breaking 30 
seconds in the 50-yard 
freestyle and breaking 60 
seconds in the 100-yard 
freestyle. Desrosiers con- 
tinued to work towards 
those two milestones, 
while ‘he continued to 
improve as a leg on the 
200-IM medley relay team. 
During the team's final 
regular season meet, 
‘Senior Day', before the 
home crowd. There he got 
his first split time of 
under 30 seconds. 

Then came the State 
Vocational Championship 
Meet. 

“This meet is where the 
legend of Ralph comes full 
circle, this meet validates 
our philosophy as coach- 
es. Our kids swim smart, 
they pay attention to the 
details and they make 
huge gains throughout the 
season. None have person- 
ified this more than 
Ralph. This kid couldn't 
finish one lap without 
stopping half a dozen 
times to grab the side of 
the pool and catch his 
breath. When he went to 
states, Ralph was put in 
the 50 free and he finished 
15th overall, out of 62 com- 
petitors, while, breaking 
the 30 second mark. A kid 
who literally couldn't 
swim a lap in December 
finished 15th out of 62 in 
January.” 

Desrosiers proved that 
hard work, determination 
and a fantastic attitude 
can take you along way in 
sports, but also in life. 
Menard said that 
Desrosiers certainly lived 
that way. be 

“While Ralph didn't win 
gold in the Olympics, his 
effort made him an exam- 
ple for dozens of kids who 
didn't think they could do 
it either, but stuck with 
it,” said Menard. “Ralph 
was so much more than a 
swimmer in the pool - he 
was an example of what it 
means to be a team, 
learning from your 
friends and then repaying 
their efforts with your 
success. 

“It was heartbreaking to 
hear that he is gone, but I 
can guarantee he wont be 
forgotten by anyone on 
that championship team 
or its staff.”

only provided great hope 
for the future, but have 
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varsity shift is huge.” 
Stockton, a Wilmington 
native who recently 
moved to Tewksbury, 
may be the biggest sur- 
prise of them all. She 
has stepped into what 
appeared to be a gap- 
ping hole in net for the 
Lady Rams and put out 
numbers that could 
make her All-League, 
having earned three shut 
outs this season. 


_ Viveiros was hoping for 


a good season from his 
young goalie, but even he 
did not see this type of 
season coming. 

“Absolutely not. I had 
met her on August 29 at 
the first practice and I 
asked if anybody played 
goal and she said that 
she likes to,” Viveiros 
said. “She just took it 
from there. She's a hard 
worker and she's a nice 
girl.

Even Stockton herself 
has been somewhat sur- 
prised by having so 
much success so fast.

planning on playing goal 
until I found out that

Rams sing familiar tune,

WAKEFIELD - Taking 
care of business. 

It’s not only a famous 
song from 1973 anymore. 

On Friday in Wakefield, 
the Shawsheen Tech foot- 
ball team won its seventh 
straight game, clinched 
its first Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference 
championship since 2019 
and further improved its 
playoff seeding with a 42- 
14 thumping of Northeast 
Metro Tech. 

The Rams scored early 
and often against the 
Knights, and fast. 

After running just 12 
plays, Shawsheen led 21-0. 

It was 14-0 after only 
four snaps. 

The fourth scoring drive 
lasted just four plays as 
the Rams took a 28-0 lead 
into halftime. 

Shawsheen quarterback 
Sid Tildsley was the story 
of the game for the visi- 
tors, avenging a pair of 
losses to Northeast last 
season. On sv Friday, 
Tildsley threw six touch- 
down passes and totaled 
more than 350 yards in the 
air. He now has thrown 16 
TD. passes, rushed for 
eight more, caught one 
and has almost 1,600 
scrimmage yards in just 
seven games. 

Taking care of business 
indeed. 

“Oh man,” shrugged 
Shawsheen head coach Al 
Costabile with a laugh. 
“And he’s going to get bet- 
ter. Think about that, he’s 
going to get better. Sid the 
Kid. He’s a gamer.” 

Shawsheen needs to beat 
visiting Whittier Tech on 
Thursday night in 
Billerica to complete an 
undefeated regular sea- 
son. Game time on 


Thursday is 6 p.m. 

“I’m so proud of these 
guys,” said Costabile after 
the win. “The teams that 
block and tackle the best 
usually win the games 
and we certainly blocked 
and tackled better.” 

Shawsheen’s second play 
from scrimmage was a 30- 
yard touchdown pass from 
Tildsley to junior Zachary 
Rogers of Wilmington. 

Northeast’s next drive 
went to the Ram 20-yard 
line before the Knights 
turned the ball over on 
downs and Shawsheen 
added to its lead just two 
plays later when Tildsley 
once again connected 
with Rogers, this time for 
a 76-yard scoring play 
with 1:27 left in the first 
quarter. 

“Rogers had a coming- 
out party,” Costabile said 
of Rogers, who finished 
with five catches for 145 
yards. “He deserved it and 
needed it and it’s great for 
him. He’s a horse and he 
sure ran like it. He’s going 
to be a great player.” 

“He’s a _ big dude,” 
Tildsley said. “On a cou- 
ple of my throws, people 
just made me look good, 
and my linemen are a big 
help because obviously 
you need time out there. 
Without them, you’ve got 
nothing.” 

Early in the second 
quarter, the Rams struck 
again, this time with an 
eight-play drive that 
ended with back-to-back 
completions to senior co- 
captain Mavrick 
Bourdeau of Billerica, the 
first for 21 yards to the 7- 
yard line and the next one 
into the end zone for a 21- 
0 lead. 

Rogers and junior Ryan 
Copson of Wilmington 
also had a first-down 
grabs during the posses- 


sion while Tildsley added 
an 8-yard run for a new 
set of downs. 

With 2:34 left in the half, 
a three-play, 68-yard drive 
ended with a 54-yard scor- 
ing toss to Bourdeau, who 
made a great catch on the 
run on a terrific toss down 
the right sideline by 
Tildsley. Bourdeau was 
finally tackled well after 
the play ended as Rogers 
sent him tumbling in the 
end zone with a celebrato- 
ry bump. 

Shawsheen added two 
more touchdowns in the 
second half, the first an 
ll-yard pass. to junior 
Caleb Caceres of Billerica 
just 2:31 into the third 
quarter. Junior Ryan 
Copson of Wilmington 
helped set up the touch- 
down with a 36-yard 
reception that saw Copson 
completely stretched out 
to make the grab at the 
22-yard line. 

With 1:58 left in the 
third, Caceres caught 
another touchdown pass 
from Tildsley, this one for 
57 yards as Caceres made 
a catch on a short screen 
pass and then burst into 
the open field for the 
score. 

Sophomore Jack Finn of 
Billerica finished a 6-for-6 
evening on extra points 
for Shawsheen, making it 
42-6. 

“This was a_ revenge 
game for everyone on this 
team,” Tildsley , said. 
“Everybody knew to just 
take care of business.” 

Northeast didn’t quit, 
scoring twice in the sec- 
ond half on an 11-yard run 
by senior Joan Mendoza 
in the third quarter and a 
3-yard run by senior quar- 
terback C.J. Moriconi 
midway through the 
fourth.

“Amazing,” said Ram co- 
captain Kevin Ackerley of 
Wilmington after Friday’s 
game with Northeast.

Shawsheen’s Common- 
wealth Athletic 
Conference campaign this 
season hasn’t exactly 
been filled with drama. 

The Rams have scored

California man pleads guilty to embezzling 


BOSTON — A California 
man pleaded guilty Wed- 
nesday in federal court in 
Boston to embezzling over 
$1.2 million from his em- 
ployer over a 16-year peri- 
od. 

Darrell Pike, 56, of Hes- 
peria, Calif., pleaded guil- 
ty to one count of mail 
fraud. U.S. Senior District 
Court Judge Mark L. Wolf 
scheduled sentencing for 
Feb. 3, 2023. Pike was char- 
ged in May 2022. 

Pike was the general 
manager of an Ontario, 


Calif. subsidiary of a sup- 
ply and service company 
based in Wilmington. Be- 
tween approximately 2005 
and 2021, Pike prepared 
and submitted fraudulent 
invoices to his employer 
on behalf of a fake tempo- 
rary staffing company, 
Consumer Information Sys- 
tems (CIS), for staffing 
services CIS purportedly 
provided at his employer’s 
Ontario location. 

Pike added approving ini- 
tials of company personnel 
to the invoices without 


their knowledge or con- 
sent. Through the fraudu- 
lent invoices, Pike caused 
the company to pay ap- 
proximately $1,271,206 to 
CIS, which he deposited 
into a bank account he 
controlled. 

The charge of mail fraud 
provides for a sentence of 
no greater than 20 years in 
prison, three years of su- 
pervised release, and a 
fine of $250,000, or twice 
the gross gain or loss. 
Sentences are imposed by 
a federal district court 


judge based upon the U.S. 
Sentencing Guidelines and 
statutes which govern the 
determination of a sen- 
tence in a criminal case. 

United States Attorney 
Rachael S. Rollins and Jo- 
seph R. Bonavolonta, Spe- 
cial Agent in Charge of 
the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, Boston Divi- 
sion made the announce- 
ment. Assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney Kriss Basil of Rollins’ 
Securities, Financial & 
Cyber Fraud Unit is pros- 
ecuting the case.

TEWKSBURY — On 
Monday, students and fac- 
ulty at the Wynn Middle 
School were privileged to 
participate in an interac- 
tive online presentation 
with Dr. Hans Fisher, a 
survivor of the voyage of 
the St. Louis, a ship that 
carried 937 passengers 
fleeing Nazi Germany in 
1939. The ship was bound 
for Cuba, only to be turn- 
ed away and subsequently 
denied entry to the United 
States, as well. The pas- 
sengers were forced to re- 
turn to Europe on the eve 
of WWII. 

According to principal 
John Weir, this significant 
and historical event fig- 
ured in the school’s sum- 
mer reading book “Refu- 
gee” by Alan Gratz, which 
all Wynn students and fac- 
ulty read together. Gratz 
was inspired by the story 
of the St. Louis, and his 
character, Josef, is coinci- 
dentally a similar age to 
Fisher when he, his sister, 
and mother made passage 
on the ship. 

As the 93-year old Fisher 
shared the details of his 
life, he was able to explain 


to students firsthand how 
he and his classmates 
could not go to regular 
school because they were 
Jewish, and had to avoid 
the Hitler Youth as they 
left class each day or suf- 
fer getting beaten up. 
Fisher spoke of his fa- 
ther’s arrest by the Ges- 
tapo, the German secret 
police, and later a ran- 
sacking of his home and 
harassment by the Ger- 
man SS, a Nazi elite guard 
under Hitler. 

Thanks to.a warning by 
Fisher’s mother to a law- 
yer friend, the man went 
in to hiding and later 
helped Fisher and _ his 
family leave Germany on 
the St. Louis. 

Fisher shared the story 
of Kristallnacht, the Night 
of Broken Glass, when Na- 
zis stormed Jewish en- 
claves, smashing windows 
of businesses and burned 
synagogues. However, Fish- 
er also shared his story of 
resilience and survival; 
from eventually arriving 
in New York with no Eng- 
lish, to graduating as va- 
ledictorian of his class, to 
earning a scholarship to 
Rutgers University, pursu- 
ing additional degrees, 
and becoming a professor, 
researcher, and depart-

TEWKSBURY — It’s 
been a few months and 
Pera Mediterranean Grill, 
in the old Skewer’s loca- 
tion at 1060 Main St., is 
carving out a name for 
itself with the lunch and 
dinner crowd.

The caller reported that 
an individual drove onto 
the business property and 
allegedly threatened em- 
ployees with harm after 
directing them to leave 
their vehicles. 

When police arrived on 
the scene, the subject was 
in the parking lot of an- 
other nearby business. 
The subject then fled the 
scene in a minivan, driv- 
ing into a police cruiser 
before fleeing. 

According to a statement 
made by Wilmington Po- 
lice Chief Joseph Des- 
mond, Wilmington Police 
officers pursued the mini- 
van from Wilmington 
through the Town of 
Tewksbury, into the City of 
Lowell, stopping on the 
VFW Highway near the 
Aiken Street Bridge. 

The operator of the mini- 
van then exited the vehi- 
cle and climbed over a 
fence to an area along the 


banks of the Merrimack 
River. 

An immediate search of 
the area followed with the 
use of resources from the 
Lowell Police and Fire De- 
partments, the Massa- 
chusetts State Police, Mas- 
sachusetts Environmental 
Police, and the Tewksbury 
Police Department. 

During the search, the 
Lowell Police Department 
issued a Community Ad- 
visory, stating that the in- 
dividual that was the sub- 
ject of the search was sus- 
pected of Carjacking and 
Assault and Battery by a 
dangerous weapon, along 
with other charges that 
occured in Wilmington. 

An extensive search of 
the river and riverbanks 
occurred, utilizing police 
officers, police K9, heli- 
copter, drone, boats and 
divers; however, the sus- 
pect was not apprehended. 

The Wilmington Police 
Department and the Mid- 
dlesex District Attorney's 
Office is conducting an ac- 
tive investigation of the 
incident.

Owner 
Aram Arakelian explained 
that his tenants had built 
a mezzanine on the prop- 
erty without approval, 
which he spent $10,000 to 
tear down.

Laren of Wamesit Lanes 
said that Colantuonio’s 
fence would not be affect- 
ed. 

The board approved the 
permit. 

The board reviewed a

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Additional question to consider on town ballot in November...

While most cities and 
towns have four questions to 
answer during the general 
election on Nov. 8 including 
the so-called “millionaire’s 
tax,” changes to dental in- 
surance, changes to liquor 
licenses, and whether or not 
to uphold a vote by the state 
legislature to allow undocu- 
mented immigrants the op- 
portunity to obtain a 
driver’s license, the Town of 
Burlington decided to add 
one more when May Town 
Meeting approved a war- 
rant article that will give 
residents an opportunity to 
vote to become a member 
of the Community Preser- 
vation Act (CPA). 

The CPA is a state pro- 
gram that could help 
Burlington preserve open 
space, historic sites, afford- 
able housing, and develop 
outdoor recreation facilities. 
Burlington can become a 
CPA community through a 
Town Meeting vote and/or 
ballot question. 

If passed at Town Meet- 
ing, the question must go on 
the ballot at the next regu- 
larly scheduled election, 
meaning the town can’t 
hold a special election to 
vote on the question. 

Funding sources come 
from a surcharge of be- 
tween .5 and three percent 
on a resident’s property tax 
bill or a commercial prop- 
erty tax bill and a matching 
grant from the state, which 
currently sits at more than 
40 percent (and has been as 
high as 67 percent in the 
past decade). 

Conservation Commis- 
sion Chair Larry Cohen pro- 
posed a 1.5 percent 
surcharge, which he called 
the most common tax rate 
for CPA communities. 

“The CPA trust fund 
would give the community 
whatever the match is in 
November by check, re- 


gardless if a project is initi-. 


ated in a given year,” 
explained Cohen during 
Town Meeting in May. “The 


With rates like this, 


state collects $24M to $53M 
per year, based on revenue 
from real estate transac- 
tions at the Registry of 
Deeds.” 

If the question passes 
and the town sets the rate at 
1.5 percent, then residents 
would pay an extra $75 on a 
home valued at $600,000 and 
an extra $750 on a building 
valued at $2M. This, plus 
whatever the state matches 
(40 percent would mean an 
extra $0.40 for every dollar 
collected) goes into a CPA 
trust fund to spend on spe- 
cific projects and initiatives. 

Cohen said more than 
180 Massachusetts commu- 
nities adopted the CPA rais- 
ing more than $2B for 
various projects, creating 
more than 5,000 affordable 
housing units, supported 
8,200 more, preserving 
27,000 acres of open space 
and 4,700 for historical 
preservation projects, and 
initiating 2,000 outdoor 
recreation projects. 

Any community involved 
in the CPA has to create a 
Community Preservation 
Committee with the objec- 
tive of conducting studies 
for a community’s needs 
and preservation. The com- 
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mittee would have at least 
one public hearing each 
year where they would hear 
proposals from the public 
and vote on_ projects 
deemed worthy of being 
moved forward to Town 
Meeting. 

The various aspects of 
the CPA - open space, his- 
toric sites, affordable hous- 
ing, and outdoor recreation 
facilities - would each have 
to get at least 10 percent of 
the funds, so no category 
can get more than 70 per- 
cent. 

Cohen called the sur- 
charge more than a tax, 
saying it’s a “steady fund- 
ing source for preserving 
and enhancing our commu- 
nity’s character and quality 
of life.” He added how those 
residents who can least af- 
ford it won’t pay a sur- 
charge at all as long as they 
qualify for the necessary 
exemptions (this includes 
seniors and a couple mak- 
ing less than $77K per 
year). . 

The Conservation Com- 
mission chair mentioned 
the “benefit of having these 
funds available for open 
space, recreation, historic 
preservation, and afford- 
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able housing should be evi- 
dent to anyone who cares 
about these issues in our 
community.” 

A member of Town 
Meeting called placing the 
question on the November 
ballot a “painless vote,” 
wanting to give residents 
the chance to decide. 

Cohen also went in front 
of the Select Board last 
month to ask for their

support. 

“We are asking for the 
Select Board’s endorsement 
at this level recommending 
citizens vote yes on this 
very important ballot ques- 
tion,” explained Cohen. 
“Our goal is to just educate 
people. We are not trying to 
influence how they vote. 
This is informing people 
what this means and what 
it could do for the commu- 
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nity so they. can make an 
educated decision.” 

Board members backed 
Cohen’s request and unani- 
mously endorsed a “yes” 
vote this November. How- 
ever, even with the support 
of Town Meeting and the Se- 
lect Board, getting the ques- 
tion passed is no slam dunk.

Yeses and nos 


Over the past several 
weeks, many residents 
wrote in to the Daily Times 
Chronicle to voice their sup- 
port or opposition to the 
question. 


Town Meeting member: 


Gary Kasky warned resi- 
dents if they support the 
ballot question, “an annual 
surcharge of 1.5 percent of 
your real estate taxes will be 
assessed on all tax invoices 
going forward.” . 

He added, “It also means 
that as your tax bill in- 
creases, as they always do, 
the amount of this assess- 
ment will also increase. 
There is no opting out of this 
mandatory tax for the aver- 
age taxpayer.” 

He noted how the state 
match can always change, 
including via a reduction, or 
even disappear entirely 
without any of the collected 
funds being returned to the 
taxpayers. 

“At a time when a possi- 
ble recession is looming na- 
tionwide that will financially 
impact all taxpayers,” 
Kasky wrote, “we need to 
give serious thought to 
whether or not the average 
taxpayer can afford this 
added tax.” 

He pointed out the new 
Burlington police headquar- 
ters at an estimated cost of 
$30M and a potential new 
high school as other proj- 
ects taxpayers could be 
asked to fund. 

“I urge you to vote your 
wallet and vote NO on 
CPA,” the Town Meeting 
member stressed. 

Another Town Meeting 
member, Matt Frost, also 
opposed the ballot question. 
He offered nine reasons vot- 
ers should reject the pro- 
posed CPA initiative. He 
pointed to the surcharge, the 


idea the money would pay 
for “unspecified, potentially 
unnecessary projects,” the 
fact the surcharge grows as 
your taxes do, the “non- 
guaranteed matching” 
grant, the potential for a tax 
increase to pay for ongoing 
expenses to maintain and 
operate CPA facilities, 
spending “up to five percent 
.. on ‘administrative’ ex- 
penses,” additional ex- 
penses, Burlington not being 
“as well-known for its his- 
tory,” and higher taxes 
being antithetical to recent 
“initiatives to make Burling- 
ton more affordable and di- 
verse.” 

“Thus,” Frost concluded, 
“the costs of this boondoggle 
would exceed its benefits 
and further aggravate 
Burlington’s declining af- 
fordability, warranting your 
“no” vote.” 

On the flip side, several 
residents wrote in express- 
ing their support for the bal- 
lot question. 

Kevin Sullivan said, “As 
a Recreation Commissioner 
for 20 years, and Town Meet- 
ing member for 10 years, I 
admire the cooperation 
among our Town Meeting, 
Ways & Means; Capital 
Budget, department heads, 
boards and commissions.” 

He continued, “Our 
Recreation Department of- 
fers great programs, but our 
parks, fields, and facilities 
lag behind neighboring 
towns, many of whom are 
CPA members. Bike paths, 
improved fields, pickle ball 
courts, restrooms, updated 
playgrounds and a pool are 
often requested by our resi- 
dents.” 

Sullivan pointed out how 
CPA funds could have 
helped renovate Simonds 
Park basketball courts, and 
with the matching state 
grant would have saved the 
town $48,000. He went on to 
note how the Simonds Park 
playground will need a 


“complete makeover at a 
potential cost of over 
$500,000.” With the current 
state match, the CPA would 
save the town $150,000. 

“Yes, CPA is a tax in- 
crease, but comes with a 
state match (last year 40 
cents on the dollar). There 
are exemptions for seniors 
and those mak(ing) less 
than 80 percent of area wide 
median income. Burlington 
is a wonderful community, 
but it could be even better 
with CPA,” Sullivan fin- 
ished. 

Monte Pearson, also in 
favor of the CPA, wrote 
about traffic issues and how 
the CPA could offer funding 
to help support other means 
of transportation besides 
automobiles. 

“Burlington can reduce 
the number of cars on the 
road by making bicycle 
commuting a viable alterna- 
tive,” Pearson suggested. 
“The obvious place to start 
is improving the Minuteman 
Bikeway (the Lower Vine 
Brook bike path) so it pro- 
vides an alternative trans- 
portation route into town 
from both Bedford and Lex- 
ington.” 

He also expressed sup- 
port for another bike plan, a 
protected bike lane down 
Cambridge Street. 

“If implemented,” he 
wrote, “we would get a 
whole different population 
out and bike riding in 
Burlington. From kids to 
adults, it would make 
Burlington’s central busi- 
ness area more accessible 
and people friendly.” 

Knowing that, he asked 
residents to “take advantage 
of the CPA program. Please 
vote to accept the Commu- 
nity Preservation Act 
(Question 5) on the Novem- 
ber 2022 election ballot.”

‘Black Adam,’ a superhero franchise born on a Rock

"Black Adam," with 
Dwayne Johnson making 
his big-screen superhero 
debut, isn't bad, says Asso- 
ciated Press critic Mark 
Kennedy. It's just pre- 
dictable and color-by-num- 
bers, stealing from other 
films like an intellectual 
property super-villain. But 
Johnson is a natural in the 
title role, mixing might with 
humor and able to deliver 
those necessary wooden 
lines.

luted. origin story that 
stretches back thousands of 
years and fulfills a whacko 
destiny? Do we really need 
another clutch of secondary 
level heroes to muddy 
focus? We're almost 40 deep 
into the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe and a dozen in the 
DC universe. You can al- 
most smell the fumés now, 
can't you? 

"Black Adam" isn't bad, 
it's just predictable and 
color-by-numbers, stealing 
from other films like an in- 
tellectual property super- 
villain. But Johnson is a 


natural in the title role, mix-— 


ing might with humor and 
able to deliver those neces- 
sary wooden lines. Why he 
hasn't had a starring role in 
a DC or Marvel superhero 
flick until now is astonishing 
— c'mon, he's built himself 
into a freaking superhero in 
street clothes already. 

Like Marvel's "Eter- 
nals," "Black Adam" gets 
out of the blocks very slug- 
gishly with the tangled tale 
of our setting — Kahndaq, a 
fictional Middle Eastern 
kingdom in 2,600 B.C. that 
has wizards, a blood-thirsty 
king, a magical crown and

Eternium, a rare metallic 
ore with energy-manipulat- 
ing properties (Hello, Vibra- 
nium from "Black 
Panther"). 

Flash-forward to present 
day, where Kahndaq is 
under the cruel rule of the 


organized crime syndicate 


Intergang and its citizens 
are ripe to rebel. They think 
they may have a leader in 
(here Teth 
Adam, when he is intro- 
duced), who is released 
from his 5,000-year-long 
tomb and is_ naturally 
cranky. Is he a force for 
good or bad? (Or for a new 
sub-franchise?) The answer 
is yes to all. 

Yet the other super- 
heroes in the DC pantheon 
aren't sure about the new 
guy and send what can only 
be described as the Plan B 
of muscle from leftover 
members of a knock-off or- 
ganization called the Justice 
Society of America. 

There's Doctor Fate (a 
dollar-store Doctor Strange 
played by Pierce Brosnan, 
who somehow keeps his dig- 
nity), Atom Smasher (Noah 
Centineo, nicely playing a 
dweeby and always hungry

the special Town Meeting, 
Hull shared a memo where 
he suggested O’Connell 
make the motion for the 
first article, followed by 
Gary DePalma for the sec- 
ond, Lilia Maselli for the 
third, and Kevin Caira for 
the fourth. 

Communications to the 
board that night pertained 
to an MSBA tour, the town’s 
40B projects, and a devel- 
opment on Lowell Street. 
DePalma wrote to the 
board describing the tour 
of the Hildreth Elementary 
School in Harvard as an 
example of an MSBA-built 
school. 

Director of Planning and 

Conservation Valerie Ging- 
rich shared an update on 
the town’s 40B projects:

100 West St., now being re- 
viewed by the town’s Board 
of Appeals; and 79 Nichols 
St., waiting on the eligibili- 
ty determination of the 
proposed building of 12 
units.

Town Manager Jeff 
Hull shared that other 
town department heads 
including police and fire 
had also reviewed the 
crosswalk proposal and 
suggested approval. Al- 
unni noted that town 
council had _ reviewed 


and accepted the license 
agreement. 

The board took up this 
item and voted in favor 
of the town manager en- 
tering into the license 
agreement as requested. 

Alunni led into the next 
presentation about two 
projects with the Mas- 
sachusetts Department 
of Transportation. He 
started by describing 
the proposed temporary 
easements to construct 
the Route 38 bridge re- 
placement. This project, 
he said, is at 75 percent 
in the design plan stage 
by MassDOT. He showed 
the two parcels that 
would be impacted by 
the construction: the town 
park and the town sew- 
age station. 

The temporary ease- 
ment would allow for an 
accelerated bridge proj- 
ect, where they can build 
the bridge on the side of 
the current bridge and 
then slide the new bridge 
into place when it’s rea- 
dy. This way, construc- 
tion would be accelerat- 
ed in a responsible way 
that also limits disrup- 
tions to traffic and the 
commuter rail. Then, 
there’s also a land dam- 
age agreement for a 
small permanent ease- 
ment. 

Kevin Caira asked how 
the construction process 
would work. Michael Ru- 


‘erman, on behalf of the 


MassDOT Right of Way 
Division, said that they 
would ideally prefab the 
new elements without ta- 
king down the old bridge 
until the moment it’s 
time to bring in the new 
elements. 

Caira followed up ask- 
ing whether this would 
prevent activities from 
taking place at town 
park. Alunni answered 


that he didn’t think the . 


construction would im- 
pact the use of the field. 
However, he did go on to 
say that the two street 
improvement projects 
could go on around the 
same time so long as the 
right safety measures 
are in place. 

They would also have 
the same project manag- 
er from MassDOT, who 
is well aware that the 
timelines should be coor- 
dinated at least. 

O’Connell wondered 
about impacts to the 
commuter rail and when 
the construction would 
take place. Alunni re- 
plied that they wouldn’t 
start construction before 
2024 in his best guess. 
With the accelerated 
process and careful con- 
sideration in construc- 
tion hours, they would 
minimize the impact to 
traffic. 

Lastly, Alunni describ- 
ed the Butters Row 
Bridge Project, where 
they’re aware that the 


bridge replacement will 
increase traffic and re- 
quire a relook at the cor- 
ridor. They’d be includ- 
ing the parcel given to 
the town in 2020 for 
a realignment between 
Butters Row, Cross 
Street, and Main Street. 
In this case, MassDOT 
will take a fee interest. 

Ruerman pointed out 
the issues with the inter- 
section as currently de- 
signed. 

“This intersection has 
bad geometry,” he said. 

O’Connell commented 
that the area, in her 
opinion, is one of the 
most dangerous areas in 
town. 

Gary DePalma asked if 
there’d be traffic lights 
added, and Alunni an- 
swered saying that there 
would. Alunni also in- © 
cluded that MassDOT 
said the town could re- 
quests any lights there 
they want. 

This project would also 
likely construct in 2024, 
although Alunni said it’s 
a few months behind the 
Route 38 project. He pro- 
posed that MassDOT 
would start with the 
bridge and then adjust 
the cross-streets. 

The board approved the 
necessary land damage 
agreements and right of 
way agreements after 
confirming legal review 
here, as well.
